munication in our own-fair city. “As com- 
munitics, liko individuals, must ercop bofore 
thoy walk it may be that wo shall bo yet a 
long time without the boon and the blessing 
to men which inust come in the perfection 
of a first class line of atreot railroad ; but aa, 
the nearer to it we begin, the sooner we are 
likely to arrive at that perfectiun, those whe 
have the matter most at heart skould study 
well not to begin operations here by intro- 
ducing as a atart, somo old-fangled worn- 
out notion. In Sydney, says the writer we 
have named, thera was in operation a. real 
strect railrond, which moant great “ heavy 
cars drawn by noisy, smoky, steam motors, 
which frightened horses and were tha cause 
of innumorable accidents, the streets being 
disfigured by tho hideous monstrosities. In 
no Amorican city would thoy sllow such a 
thing. In San Francisco, the ears are large, 
light, commoedious, and elegant, drawn by 
two horses, they run smoothly on the rails, 
and locomotion in them isa pleasure. They 
are to be found almost at every door. For 
five conts one cnn go to any part of the city, 
us one obtains a pass ticket from the con- 
ductor which franks you on any cross line. 
Nothing seems to mo a greater aizn of 
civilization than the cars, whose merry bells 
are to be heard on every Bidy.” In a word, 
while, ag he eays, in Sydney the tramway 
cor waa simply an uncomfortable railway, 
in San Francisco it o was a thing of beauty 
and a joy for over, He describes at some 
length and in a plain and graphic style the 
“cable road” after the style of >which 
the aystem proposed for the tramway 
hero very much partakes, Not only, 
ho says, is mother Shipton’s prophecy ful- 
filled now in San’ Francisco, but it is im- 
proved upon. Not only do ‘“carviages 
without horses go,” but the carriages are 
propelled without any visible motive power 
whatever, First, there comes, ho tells us, 
“gq ‘dummy’ which isan open carriage in 
the centre of which tho engincor works a 
crank which starts or stops the cars. Tho 
platform around this is fitted up with scats, 
only a few inches above the roadway. When 
it is not dusty I notice these seats are very 
popular with ladies, All the world can 
then see ‘that they “are elegantly shod, 
Behind these thers is an ‘ordinary car. On 
this © cablo-road “the regular speed ia seven 
miles an hour. Tho cara’start quickly, and 
stop just as quickly; there is no sensation 
of motion, ‘and no :nolae. oxeapt. the bell 
pulled -by the ‘driver: .Tget‘on the cara at 


Kearney and Sutter-strect, and travel for, 


some two miles till Icoms to the ongine- 
house, which is situated o block distant at 
right-angles to Sutter. The ongincer, who 
hos greasy clothes and « hammer, proves, 
like most American mechanics, a thorough 
gentleman. He explains the mode of loco- 
motion. In the centre of the road-bed is a 
long grove, the opening on inch wide, 
Underneath this the endless steel cablo 
works, and there the ‘grip,’ the connecting 
body with the car, also works, The engi- 
neer in the car prosscs the lever, and the 
‘grip’ catches the rope, and it is barno 
along by it. Turn the lever the other way, 
the ‘grip’ releases its hold, » break is 
applied, and the car stopped at once. It is 
very simple. The motive power is the 
engine which I ace here of 120-horse power. 
There are six miles of rail nt present laid 
down, and therefore ‘six miles of wire 
cable. This runs underneath the road on 
polleys 16ft, to 20ft aphrf. There is suffi- 
cient power from this one engine to work 
allthecity, ‘The cables revolve round great 
drums, five times round each, and -shoyld 
a wire stand be broken there is an arrange- 
ment by which a bell is rung and warning 
given, Tie process is wonderfully simple, 
but can as yet only be applied to straight 
roads. -This cable road was first invented 
by General Beauregard. “Seven years ago 
it ‘was only used to draw cars up the hills. 
Novw it is the most popular road in the city, 
and will bo rapidly extended.”

evidently being as unacquainted with the 
use of whitowash, as the swine which prow! 
about it in filthy guttens, and their masters, 
are with a use of soup. The doors and 
window frames, which apparently have 
boon painted foriacrly, aro now as bare and 
as dirty a3 every thins elso connected with 
the place. In making these statements 
I do it with the hope thut thereby the patrons 
of tho. Church may be instigated towards 
bestirring themselves to at Jeast giving a 
decent outward appearance to the place 
somewhnt in conformity with their high 
religious pretensions. The house of Gad is 
now hemmed in on all sides by the build- 
ings that have spruny up on tho land of 
the reverend owner, some of which ar 
crected by foreisnera, others by Chinese. 
The foreign-built houses and godowns 
are respectable enough; but the latter, 
which are forming a number of streets 
already, are built after tho‘ native. model, 
only they uro less cleanly, leas decently 
kept.” In the fever-germinating gutters 
numerous herds of Swatow pigs arc soun 
weltering in all_their glory ; the sewers atc 
carelessly covered in mavy placca ; strect 
schvengers and lamp-lightera aro unknown, 
and on the whole the streets of the ownur 
are inaking a much more unfavourable in- 
pression than the adjoining blucks of houses 
owned ‘by respoctable Chinamen, So much 
for our boasted superior Western civilisn- 
tion.

“4 DAY IN THE SEWERS 
(Pall Mall Budgrt.) 


From‘ Oxford-strect to Vauxhall Bridye ix 
no great distance as the crow flies, The 
intervening space is, however, occupied for 
tho most part by some of the most intricate 
examples of strect archilccture in the metro- 
polis, There is a much more direct road 
through the sewors, Leaving out of con- 
sideration for a moment its great main 
arteries, London is a ‘‘ mighty inaze with 
ont oa plan.” [ts streets turn and donlle 
and twist, with the result of plunging she 
unaccustomed yiaver into confusion 
That not nnimportant part of London which 
is below ground is much simpler and more 
aystomatic in its conatructivn, It has ture 
directness, autl, as one may aay, energy o 
purpose, Each one of its infinita amber 
of channels is more or less of a short ent : 
yet & map of the London sewars wonld be 
a vory passable imitation of the map of 
London, making allowance for a difference 
of direction in the main lines. Rach street 
hos its own special artery und 
tho whole of the metropolis in alm 
auch built upon arches as the Adelphi, 

Having determined tu seo what a London 
sewor was like, tho writer prevailed on the 
Enginooring Department of the Metropoli 
tan Board of Works to place a anperiuten 
-dent.of fushers and six men at his disposal, 
This was certainly a liberal allowancy of 
attendants, but not more, perhaps, thay 
might be needed in an cmergoncy. Our 
“party was split up into two. Four of us, 
attired in fishermen's bouts, blue jackets, 
and sou’-weaters descended throngh a grat. 
ing a fow yards‘ from Uxford-street. The 
other four, having carefully battened 1x 
down, proceeded to the next entruncy te 
wait for our artivel, Wo had let ourselves 
- down hand over hand to the depth of about 
eighteen fect. Wo wero standing in a 
-aqhare chamber. Tho light of our lamps 
‘was lost in what Milton must have meant 
by visiblo darkness, und there camo to us, 
reverborating through a vast arch, the noise 
of rushing, tumbling waters, as if sume 
subterranean river were cmuptying itsolf 
into @ chasm. Stepping ont into the micl- 
Alo of tha sower, wo moved in the direction 
‘of the sound. Our way was barred hy a 
Jow wall, the sprce beyond which sccined 
to bo filled with thunder. Up against this 
parapet Gashed. a great volume of thick 
muddy-water, which then mad 


urn, and swept off throug)

Jarks, who scratch among the filth in search 
f spoil, .. The idea that they are exceeding, 
2 YY Maploosant places. to explore is mo 
nataral,” but ts commonly exaggerated. 
Thera are some scores of back atrecis in 
London which are much more trying tu the 
nosttils than a. main sewer, As one of iny 
companions said, ‘They get a good deal 
ore of it up.rbove than we do down here,” 
an’opinion in ‘which one is inclined to con- 
eur. The filth -which must necessarily 
‘make its way into thé sewers has been in 
some degree chastised into cleanliness he- 
fore.it reaches the main lines, and- the dis- 
comfort of nn exploration is caused by the 
»Water ond by.the closoness of the atmos- 
ere rather: than “by any exceedingly 
agreeable affluvia.

To onjoy 
a London. park thoroughly nothing is 
necessary bat to come upon it anddenly 
from o sewer. Jt was a poor exchange for 
the sheop, when wo had onco more de- 
scunded, to encounter the firat rat. Wo 
saw perhaps a dozen’ more during the re- 
mainder of onr journey, Of the many 
varieties enumerated by Mr Browning only 
one seems to frequent the sewers. Sewer 
vats are grey; and it is a peculiarity of 
theirs that, though ‘they do not like to bo 


mirably. It is alav worth noting that they 
have mastered the seerct. of » stench-trap, 
wd cm get into the drains with ease. 

Tn “ the good old timus” sewers used to 
be cunningly introduced under the flooring 
of our honses instead of being carried along 
the front. A few years ago the King’s 
Schalurs’ Pond route would have taken 
us under Buckingham Palace, Now, how- 
ever, it makes 6 bold curve, sweeps round 
in front, and passes under the gardens. It 
yets hroader and higher from this point, 
and there are moro frequent glimpses of 
upper world. — Through small aynure 
uratings the sunshine penetrates, muking 
tal] ehelisks of light, which, invert ing them- 
aelven, are dimly repeated in the black 
waters. “ Archbishop Munning lives there,” 
suid one of my companions, pointing to a 
square yard of stonework that was visible 

me of these grates, We fixed our 
y in this way as we went along. 
Sueh easual yliapses of the warld abave 
served ta relieve a journey which, much to 
the wonder of the passers-by, was again 
broken in Vietoria-atree From thence 
we had what the chief of my guides de- 
serihed ag a ‘stiff bit.”

INEQUALITY AMONG INDIVIDUALS. 
(Tines.) 


M. Delaunay has been recently investi- 
gating the inequ that exists among 
imdividuuls of the sume sex, and the results 
he has reached’ aro of great interest and 

on practi impor He points out 
that the atudy of paleontology and biology, 

ud, indecd, scientibe inquiry generally, 
mairates that progress gocs on from 
che stinpl: to the complex, frou similar to 
lsgimilyr, from the homogeneous to the 
veteraehoinns, and M. Delnunay’s investi- 
qudons ibis particular instance only con. 
irm these general conclasions, It is found 
that inferior species of simple structure are 
1 ys dillerentiated than superior. Tn botany 
the composite, the rosicee, and the am- 
bellifere vary more than confers and palms, 
fn zoology pheasants vary more than paki 
des and doys than shuep. In fino, in 
viduals are equal among species that have 
recontly appeared, become dissimilar and 
more and more unequal in proportion 8 
the apecies develops, aud then again become 
eyucl as they decrease and disappear. So, 
also, they are equal among inferior species 
and unequal among suparior. - Individuals 
composing inferior races present mong 
themselves numerous points of resemblance. 
Among the Polynesian. raced, for example, 
it has buen noted that- individuals. present 
in almost ubsolute resemblance to each 
other physically, morally, apd intellectual. 
ly. Among the inferior peoples there are 
stinctivns ;-all.aro equal in right 
M, . Dalaunay. adduces many 
vo that negroes, Hindoos, Par- 
sed Arabs, and ‘even such people as Ohi- 
nese, 50 resomble,.cach othor as a rule in 
theirJeading physical characteristics as to 
be alimost jndistinguishable, ‘There ean be 
no mistaking a new Caledonian, an Arab, 
or p-nogte, While it is dlmost impossible to 
degoribe a typical Frenchman or English- 
oan. In muscular power the lower races 
‘axo'fax bolow the more advanced. Among 
white races there is the greatest varicty in 
the shape of the oranivin, which is almost 
uniform among ‘the various inferior races. 


‘Morally, intellectually, religiously, indus-’ 
triolly, in the, matter of occupations, and’ 


in. muny other respecta tha lower races 


‘show: not ‘only infortority, but uniformity,’ 


while umung the cultured races there ik the 
greatest possible varicty. So, also; we find 
it-to be the case with our prehistoric .an- 
cestors, so: far as investigation has ‘gone ; 
in proportion as a race has advancad’ 
plexity has taken the place of simplici 
variety of uniformity; marked individual 
difference hus succeeded to almost perfect 
individual equality. -In tho matter of reli- 
piviis belief, for example, all men held very. 
nearly the ‘same creed in’ France 2s in the

with tho progress of ‘civilisation. Again, 
this principle seems to be confirmed by the 
fact that thore are in’ the same specics 
groater differences among males than among 
fémales ; among the older than among tho 
younger of animals and men—infants aro 
nearly all alike, physically and. morally ; 
among tho strong than among the weak. 
If we compare the wosk among themselves 
and the strong among themselves, we find 
the latter present much more variation than 
the former. Among domesticated animals 
there is far more variation than among wild 
ecies. Then regard to function, it is.not 
tho ease that the equal exercaso of tho 
museles and of the intellect re-establishes 
physical or intellectual cquality among in- 
dividuals. On tho contrary, M. Delaunay 
adduces data to show that physical and 
mental education bring out into stronger 
reliof ‘individual differences; it incrouses 
the differences between the weak and the 
strong in body and mind. Education, by 
augmenting the number of degrees which 
serparate the superiot man from the idiot, 
increases at the same time tho: differentia- 
tion, Thus, according to M. Delaunay, the 
intellectual equality dreamed of by certain, 
philosophers can nevor bo accomplished. | 
On the contrary, that equality which exist- 
ed among the primitive races, and which 
still cxists among savages, tonds to disap- 
pear with the progress of civilisation, The 
instruction upon which these philosophers 
count to establish equality among men 
assumes all the most decisively the su- 
preniney of the more intelligent. Inequali- 
ty ia greatest amung those who havo reach- 
ed the highest term of evolution; retro- 
grade evolution is characterised by a return 
to the equality observed among apecies that 
are dying out, degenerate varicties, and 
senile individuals. We need scarcely point 
out the important practical bearing which 
M. Delaunay's inquiries have on the Uto- 
pian schemes of modern Socialists, Com- 
munists, and Nihilists.

CHINESE CIGARMAKERS, 


The following is from the Sunday Mercury: 
‘CA combination of manufacturers have 
entered into a contract with the Six Com- 
panies at Son Francisco, Californis, for one 
thousand Chinese, to be employed in this 
and other citics throughout the East in the 
manufacture of cigars. This echeme, which 
threatons the livelihood of white working- 
men in this soction, originated upon the 
siyning by President Arthur of the Chinese 
bill lately passed in Congress restricting 
Mongolian immigration to this country. 
Ninety daya had been specified for the full 
and strict enforcement of this law, and the 
officials of the Six Companies at once de- 
termined to tuke all the advantage possible 
of the Limited time allowed. 

With this end in view, it was decided to 
import as many men from China as possible 
to fill the vacancies caused by the departures 
Eastward of the thousands now on the 
Pacific Coast. 
the agents of the Six Companics in New 
York and other Eastern cities should be 
communicated with, so that they might 
exert their influence and find 2 service 
through the cigarmakers who abound in 
exceas in San Francisco could be quickly 
hired or contracted out, #0 that when they 
wero brought here their places might ba 
filled right off by the immigrants from 
Hongkong or Poking without any detri- 
mental loss to the almond-eyed race, and 
with alditional profit to the companies. 

Tho agents here privately paid a visit to 
the manufacturers in and about this city. 


The resulta of the past Winter's strike 
among the cigarmakers and thair hands aro 
still fresh, and fearing another similar 
movement, and becoming aware of the vast 
saving that could be made by the introduc- 
tion of Celestial lubor. they agreed to con- 
sider the proposition for Chinese hands. 

After but little deliberation, and know- 
ing that the agreement must be hastily 
drawn up, these manufacturers decided on 
the employment among thom all of, at first, 
one thonsand opium-cating cigarmakors. 
These, it is said, aro due here within a few 
days, ns the time specified for the onforco- 
ment of the Anti-Chineso Act begins in 
of next month. Tho mon 
the. celestials in competi- 
Germans and Bohesaian 
who go to make uP the inajority of cigar- 
makers in this city, have been endeayoring 
to keep the echeme as private a8 possible in 
or lor to avoid any trouble. ; 

When these Chinamen are recoived or 
landed it is arranged to take them at once 
to their different. quarters. Theso places 
will bo fixed up in a cheap locality, where 
the rooms for the mon to work and live in 
‘will not cost much in the way of rental. 
They will bo paid by the pieco or hundred, 
as they turn out work, but in no instance

‘ewapupers must not be fulded together as 
one, nor must anything whatever be inserted 
except bonk fide Supplements, Printed. 
matter may, however, be enclosed, if the 
whole be paid at Book Rate, Prices Cur- 
rent may be paid either as Newspapers or 
Books. 

Commercial Papers signify such papers 
as, though Written by Hand, do not bear 
the charactor of an actual or personal corre- 
spondence, such as invoices, deeds, copied 
music, &c. . The charge on them is the same 
as for books, but, whatever the weight of 
a packet containing any partially written 
paper, it will not be charged less than 6 
cents. 

The sender of any Registered Article 
may accompany it with a Return Receipt 
on paying an extra fee of 5 centa. 


The limit of weight for Books and Com- 
mercial Papers to Foreign Post Offices is 
41bs. Patterns for such offices are limited 
to 8 ounces, and must not exceed these 
ce 8 inches by 4 inches by 2 
inches. y
